What induced me to this Dedication, or ra- 
ther what required it as a duty of me, was your 
undeniable concern, above others, in the Sub- 
ject, or Matters treated in this Booꝶ, and indeed 
whole deſign of it; even that very publick and 

reat concern of yours appearing all along to 
Peſo proper, ſo intrinſick, nay, ſo eſſential to 
the Book it ſelf; and (if I may ſpeak freely) 
that very concern of yours the moſt univerſal 
and molt conſiderable of any can be thought of 
at preſent by you. 

To evidence your being every one ſo con- 
cern'd, I think there needs no moxe, than to 
conſider what the ſaid Subject is. 

- It, is. x. in general, the old and fatal Contro- 
verſje, of late again much more unreaſonably 
ind ye ntly , if not more unhappily too, 
than at any time before renewed amongſt His 
Majeſties Roman-C aholick, Subjects, eſpecially 
thoſe of Eccleſiaſtical Function, about the na; 
tare, meaſures, and obligation of Allegiance dul 
to His Majeſty from them in mier Temporal things 
onely..

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Father of 'glorious Memory , about Five and 
thirty years ſince, by the Koman-C atholicks of 
England, or at leaſt ſome leading perſons of 
them; but more lately ( viz. after His preſent 
Majeſties Happy Reſtauration ) and more effe- 
Rually too was eſpouſed by conſiderable num- 
bers of thoſe of Ireland, for many evident Rea- 
ſons, The chief Reaſon was,the rather by that 
means to induce his Sacred Majeſty to command 
the ceaſing of a rigorous proſecution, which 
was then * act on foot in tar Kingdom, 
under the Triumvirat of Sir Afaurice Enſtact 
Lord Chancellor, and the Earls of Orrory and 
Mount rat h, againſt all Roman-C atholicks univer- 

ſally, without diſtinction or exception of any. 
After much both private and publick debate 
about this Formulary in the years 1661, and 
1662 , it not only was ſubſcsibed at ſeveral 
times and places by the proper hands of Three- 
ſcore and ren of their Clergy ( whereof a Bi- 
ſhop was one) and an Hundred ſixty four of 
their chiefeſt Lay-Nobilicy, Gentry and Pro- 
prietors ( whereof One and twenty were Peers, 
dir. Seven Earls, Nine Viſcounts, and Five Ba- 
rons ) but ( immediately afier the firſt Subſcri- 
ption at London, anno 1661. ) was ſolemnly 
preſented to, and Gracioully accepted by His 
Majeſty. And I ſuppoſe chey that had any 
diſlike of it in thoſe dayes , were well enough 
pleaſed with their ſhares of the ſucceſs ; which 
was His Ma jeſties effectual countermanding the 
winds and tempeſt of perſecution throughout 
A 4 Ireland, 
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A Letter to the Catholicks 
Ireland, and His Gracious ſmiling on the di- 
ſtreſſed Catholicks, both People and Clergy, of 
that Iſland. 2 

This honeſt Formulary (now — cal- 
led the Iriſh Remonſtrance) ſo neceſſarily and 
piouſly eſpouſed thus by ſo many good Patriot- 
Subſcribers, as a conſcientious, Chriſtian, full, 
and ſatisfactory profeſſion of the duty which 
by all Laws, Divine and Humane, they ( as well 
as all other Subje&; ) owe His Majelty againit 
all prerenceFof the Pope to the contrary, was 
even for that very cauſe (i. e. for being ſo 
Chriſtianly honeſt and ſincerely Loyal) toon 
after traduced and impugned by ſundry Eccle- 
ſiaſticks of the Roman Communion, and chiefly 
by many of thoſe /r;ſh who had received moit 
benefit A ir. 

Theſe good men were not content by their 


reproaches and calumnies ro make it odious at 


home, but alſo dealt ſo by their diſſoyal Arts 
and powerful Friends in other Countries, that 
they got it to be cenſur d and condemn'd in for- 
mal terms, as unlamful, dete ſtable, ſacrilegions, 
yea, in eſſect, as [chiſmatical and heretical. by the 
publick Cenſures of the Louain Theological Fa- 
enlty , and publick Letters alſo boch of the 
Bruxel Internuncio's De Vecchii, and Roſpigheſs, 
and of the Roman Cardinals De propaganda Fi- 
de-, under the preſidency of Cardinal Francis 
Barbarin himſelt, though amongſt other his ma- 
ny titles at Rome, {tiled Frotelia/ of England, 
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of England, Ireland, Scotland, ec. 

Having thus gotten the face of Authority on 
their (ide, they have not ceaſed ever ſince, for 
Twelve years to the preſent 1673, but eſpeci- 
ally theſe five or (ix laſt years, have in a moſt 
furious manner proceeded even with all the vi- 
leſt arts of malicious Cabals, Conſpiracies, Plots, 
Libels, and an Impoſtor Commi and 2 
forged Commiſſion, and all the moſt lying flan- 
ders imaginable, to perſecute and defame the 
few remaining conſtant Eccleſiaſtical Subſcri- 
bers. They bave kept them in continual chace 
with all the greateſt, and all the moſt illegal, 
moſt uncanonical extent of an abuſed Power, 
with Monitories, Citations, Depoſitions, Ex- 
communications, Denunciations, and even 
Publick affixion or pony of them. Of which 
extremely unjuſt and ſcandalous procedures 
againſt men no way contumacious (as I have 


ſufficiently proved * ) there was no cauſe in vid. N. 
nature chat appeared, or was pretended, but a ri E- 


manifeſt deſign to force them to renounce 


their Allegiance to the King, by retracting wif. 


their Subſcriptions, 


\When they had found them of proof againſt den. 


theſe attempts under colour of Law, they broke 
out into rage, and being now reſolv d to hunt 
them to death, they left no way untried , di- 
rect, indirect, overt, covert of truth and of lyes, 
of force and fraud, of ſecret machinations and 
open violence, They laid about them every 
where , both ab in other Countries of 
Europe, and at home in His Majeſties Domini- 


ons,

ons, being every where back'd with the ſpecial 
authoriry of the Court of Rome, and even here 
at London ( which may be thought ſtranger 
being aſſiſted by the ſpecial miniſtry of tho 
who pretended ſtill to be nevertheleſs very loyal 
Subjects to the Crown of England. But no 
where ſo effectually as in the Kingdom of I re- 
land, where His Holineſs made Thirteen Pre- 
lates, viz. Four Archbiſhops, and Nine Biſhops, 
in a very ſhort time * (that is immediatly up- 
on and ſoon after the Duke of OK MON D's 
removal from the Government of that King- 
dom, in that very nick of time and opportuni- 
ty ſo long ex , and fo paſſionately deſi- 
red by them ) of meer purpoſe for that very 
Apoſtolical work. So dangerous a thing it is re- 
puted at Rome for the Subjects to give their na- 
tural Prince any pledge of their Faith which 
the Pope cannot undo. It is no lefs criminal in 
the eſteem of that Court, than if the Triple 
Crown it ſelf, and Keyes of Heaven, and Pe- 
ters Chair, i. e. all the Authority ot the Holy 


See, and all the very eſſentials of the Papacy | 


were invaded by it. | 

In oppoſition to this no leſs perſecuted than 
Loyal Inſtrument, there was ( after Four years 
conſultation) another of quite different words, 
matter, ends, and conſequently fortune, ſet up 
by a general conſent, or rather intrigue of the 
Adverſaries. And this other Inſtrument is it 
which at leaſt occaſionally makes up the other 
half of the whole ſubject of this Book; as it 
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of England, Ireland, Scotland, gc, 
is that which was the Rewonftrance, Afb of 'Re- 
cognition, Or —— — in, and ap- 
proved and ſubſcribed by the National Synod or 
Congregation of the Roman · C atholickClergy both 
Secular and Regular, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Pro- 
vincials of Orders, Vicars General, and other 
Divines of Ireland, convened at Dublin, and 
there continued from the Eleventh , to the 
Twenty fifth of June 1666, 

Now this being the onely National Synod or 
Aſſembly of Roman-Catholick Eccleſiaſticks, 
that with licence or connivence from the lawful 
— hath been held 1 of His Ma- 
jeſties Kingdoms, at any time, ſince Queen Ma- 

s Reign; Who would have thought but that 
this ſingular Grace of His Majeſty ſhould have 
produced and even extorted them fome 
ſutable extraordinary demonſtration of their 
Loyalty? I: appeared not in their ſaid Ramon- 
ſtrance or Formulary 5 which was ſo fallacious 
and deluſory, ſo void of any aſſurance, or ſo 
much as a promiſe, of that indiſpenſable Obe- 
dience and Faith which we owe to His Majeſty 
in all Temporal things according to the Laws 
of the Land, nay,which was ſo void of ſo much 
as a promiſe of ſuch Obedience or Faith in any 
one Temporal thing whatſoever, according to 
thoſe Laws, that it was in effect little leſs than an 
open profeſſion of Diſſoyalty in the Contri- 
vers of it. And therefore no wogger it was 

not cenſur d or condemn'd , but rather appro- 
ved and applauded in the Roman Court. 
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And indeed there was no ether to be expeR- 
ed from that Synod. At the opening whereof 
it being propounded by a Subſcriber of the 
perſecuted Remonſtrance, and by rainy clear un- 
anſwerable Reaſons both: urg'd and evinc'd by 
him, that they ſhould deſire His Maj-ſties par- 
don to the Iriſh Clergy in general for their 
guilt, or the guilt of ſuch of them as were ob- 
noxious to the Laws for 1i:*ir carriage in the 
late Rebellion and Civil Wars (in which even 
many there preſent were known to have been 
— engaged } the prevailing Party ( for the 
reſt were (lent ) reſus d not only to ask pardon, 
but ſo much vs to acknowledge that there was 
any need of it, From the acknowledgment 
of which they were ſo far, as in expreſs words 
before all publickly to ſpeak and anſwer, That 
they kyew none at all gwilty of any crime for any 
thing done in the War. Nay, when His Maje- 
ſties Lieutenant (the Duke of ORM OND, 
at that time Lord Licatenant General, and Ge- 
neral Gevernaur of the Kingdom ) delired this 
of them, at leaſt, that they would give His Ma- 
jeſty ſome aſſurance of their future obedicnce, 
or peaceable demeanour upon any cantingence 
either of Depoſition or Excommunication by the 
Pope, they refuſed even this, wicbout ſo much 
as putting it to the queſtion. It was more in- 
deed than they thought fir to undertake for 
themſelves. ; 

But whatever their thoughts upon that, or 
any other Subject were, what I am now to — 
mi 
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mind you,is,That theſe two ſo different Formu- 


laries, Remonſtrances , or Atts of Recognition 
(whereof I hace given hitherto that brief ac- 
count which is proper in this place) and all 
the Diſputes concerning the former, and all the 
Intrigues of the latter, and all the material pro- 
per immediate Antecedents, Concomitants ind 
Conſequents of both are equally the Subje& of 
this preſent Book. And that both of them 

concern (although with different Aſ- 

the Roman-Catbolick, Faith and Profeſs 
ſors, eſpecially in theſe Kingdoms; the former 
tending directly, yea neceflarily to the true ad- 
* of that Religion; but the latter, by 
no leſs neceſſity of evident reaſon, _— 
the great diſadvantage, nay to the utter deſtru- 
— of that which you hold dearer than your 

ives. 

Without peradventure then you are univer- 
ſally ſo concern'd in the Subject of this Book, 
as I have ſaid; and not only you, but your 
Poſterity after you, and your Prieſts and your 
Nobles, your Gentry and People, your Peace 
and Quiet, Religion, Eſtates, Liberty and 
Lives; in ſhort, all your happineſ and being 
in this World, not to ſay alſo in the ſuture. 

If any yet doubt of this, I deſire him to look 


back and conſider, how many thundering Bulls 


have been iſſued from the Roman See, at ſeveral 
times, fince the year 1535, ſome excommunica- 
ting, others depoling our Princes, and others 
even diſpoling of their Kingdoms , and _ 
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ſing them as a prey to Forrei . How ma- 
ny dangerous Invaſions from a and rebel- 
lious Infurretiong at home. How many other 
treaſonable Conſpiracies and horrid Plots that 
followed thoſe Papal ſentences. And all the 
ill ſucceſs of ſuch unchriſtian bloody underta- 
kings; the extinction of ſo many hundred illu- 
ſtrious Families; the deſolation of ſo man 
thouſand ancient Houſes; the deſtruction of 
many Myriads of poor harmleſs innocent Peo- 
ple on every ſide; and all the unſpeakable mi- 
ries of the vanquiſh'd Party, the pitiful groans 
of ſurviving Heirs,and the penitential Sobs of 
their dying Fathers, for having under pretence 
of Catholick, Religion, or for any other cauſe 
whatſoever , lifted up an armed hand againſt 
their Prince, or his Laws. I am deceived if theſe 
be not as many unanſwerable demonſtrations 
that you are, without any doubt, ſo univerſally 
and deeply concern'd * Subject. 
Whereunto it the pena! Laws be added ,what 
can be deſired more to evince, even perceptibl 
to ſenſe, your great concernment therein ? All 
Roman-C atbolicks yniverſally , without any di- 
ſtinction of Countrey or Degree, or Sex, or 
Age, Men, Women, Children , from the moſt 
illuſtrious Peer, to the moſt obſcure Plebeian, 
whereſoever in any of His Ma jeſties Kingdoms 
or Dominions, even at this preſent lie under all 
the _ SanRions,and all the ſevere Penal- 
ties of ſo many incapacitating, ſo many mulcta- 
tive Laws, nay, and ſo may ſanguinary — 
Teac 
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reach even to life in ſeveral caſes. And your 
Predeceſſors, before you, have well nigh a whole 
Century of years been continually under the 
ſmart or apprehenſion of the ſeyerity of them. 
And ſo may your Succeflors,and your Children 
and Poſterity after you,for ſo long more, if the 
true cauſes of Enacting at firſt thoſe Laws and 
continuing them ever ſince, be no better conſi- 
dered (i. e. no more narrowly fearch'd into) 
nor more effectually —_— by you than they 
have been by your Fathers, for you, or them- 
ſelves. But whatever Gods providential ce 
of, or goodneſs to your Poſterity after you 
may be, I am ſure it cannot be denied bur ff 
Roman-C atbolicks univerſally now living 
where in England, Ireland or Scotland, — 
upon due reſſection, find themſelves highly con- 
cern'd in having the Sword- point of thoſe pe- 
nal Conſti:utions hanging continually and even 
perpendicularly over their heads. Do not ve 
all manifeſtly perceive they are with- held xx 
preſent from execution, by a very ſmall ani 
weak Thred, not only of one life that is mortal, 
but even of one will alone, that yet — 
alter d of a ſudden upon many occaſions wh 
may happen when leaſt expected? 

ow * you are all every one thus con- 
cern'd in thoſe Laws, ſurely ſo you muſt all be 
in the cauſes of them, 5.e. in thoſe 
true, proper and onely cauſes, which continm- 
ed, muſt neceſſatily continue thoſe very Las; 
and which removed, will naturally remove 

them. 
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them. But if in thoſe cauſes your concern- 
ment be ſuch, how can it be other, or indeed 
how can it be any way leſs in the Subject of 
this Book? All the ſeveral Treatiſes and Parts 
thereof, and all the ſeveral Relations, Diſcour- 
ſes, Diſputes, Animadverſions therein, occali- 
on d by either of the two Formalaries , drive, 
ultimately ,at a plain and full diſcovery of thoſe 
very cauſes, and of their continual dependance 
on your own proper will alone, and how law- 
fully and juſtly you may, ot rather how ſtrict- 
ly you are evenby all the known Maxims of 

hriſtian Religion, Catholick Faith, and Natu- 
ral Reaſon, bound in Conſcience to remove 
them, 

Your Concern therefore, above all others in 
that Subject, being thus at laſt, clearly mani- 
felted, I need no further Apology for the Dedi- 
cation.

That to this purpoſe, He hath full Aut hority, 
and Plenitude of Apoſtolical Power , to diſpenſe 
with Subjetts in, and abſolve them from, all Oaths 
of Allegiance, and from the anteced-nt tyes alſo of 
the Laws of God or man, and to {it them at full 
liberty; nay, to command them, under Excommu- 
nication , and what other Penalties tHe pleaſe , to 
raiſe Arms againſt their ſo depoſed, or ſo excom- 
municated,or otherwiſe ill-meriting Princes, andto 
purſue them with Fire and Sword to death, if they 
reſiſt , or continue their adminiſtration , or their 
claim thereunto againſt His will. 

That He bath likewiſe power to <ſpenſe , not 
only in all Vows what ſorver made either immedi- 

B3 attly 
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ately or mediatly te God himfelf , nor only ( as 
bath been now ſuid ) in the Onh of Allegiance 
ſworn to the King, but in all «her Oaths or Pro- 
miſes under Oub made even to any other man, 
whatſoever the ſwnbjett or thing ſworn be. 

That beſides Oaths and Vows, He can diſpenſe 
in other matters alſo , even againſt the Apoſtles, 
arainſt the Old Teſtament , again the Four 
Evangeliſts , and ( conſequently ) againſt the 
Law of Ged. 

That whoever kills any Prince depoſed or ex- 
communicated by Him,or by others deriving power 
from Him, kills not a lawf iu! Privets but an uſur- 
ping Tyrant; 4 Tyrant at leaſt by Title, if not 
by Adminiſtration too and therefore cannot be 
ſaid to murther the anoimed of God, or even to 
kill bis own Prince. 

That whoſoever ont of pure xc tothe Roman- 
Church , vVentioes himſelf , and dyes in 4 Wat 
againſt ſuch a Tyrant (i. e. agar ft ſuch à de- 
poſed er excmnmmunicated Prince ) dyes a true 
Martyr of Chriſt , and bis Sou! flies ro Heaven 
immediately. 

That His Holineſs may give, anddoth well to 
give, plenary Indulgenc: of all their fins ( a 
culpa & poena)ro «l! Subjetts rebelling a 1d fitht- 
ing ag ainſt their Princes when He approves of the 
ur. 

That antecedertly to any ſpecial Judgment. 
Declaration, or | declaratory Sentence proneneed 
by the Pope,or any other ſubordinate ade againſt 
any particular perſen, Hereſie does ipſo jure both

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incapacitate to , and deprive of the Crown , and 
all ot her, not only royal but real and perſonal Rig bes 
whatſoever, 

That an Heretick, poſſeſſor is a manifeſt Uſur- 
per, and a Tyrant alſo, if the poſſeſſion be a King» 
dom, State, or Principality; and therefore is iplo 
jure, out-law'd; and that all bis people ( i. e. all 
bis otherwiſe reputed Vaſſals Tenants or Subjects ) 
are likewiſe ipſo jure abſolved from all Oaths, 
and all other tyes whatſoever of fidelity or obedi- 
ence to him. 

That He is truly and certainly , and properly 
an Heretick, who misbelieves , calls in Js 4.4 
or even doubt s of any one definition of the Triden- 
tine Council, or of am one that is of meer Papal 
Conſtitution, or of any one of thoſe Articles pro- 
feſi d in Pius Quartus's Creed. 

That not only the Pope, hut any Patriarch, nay, 
any inferiour Bop acknowledging His Holineſs, 

( if need be) both excommunicate and de- 
* own reſpettive Princes, Rings or Empe- 
rours; and may alſo without their leave or know- 
ledge reverſe the Decrees of their Vice- Roys or 
Lieutenants, and even cenſure, depo/e from, and 
reſtore again ſuch Lieutenants to their former 
dignity and charge. 

That all Eccleſiajticks whatſorver , both men 
and women , Secular and Regular , Patriarchs , 
Primats, Ardchbiſhops, Biſhops , Abbots, Abbeſ- 
ſes, Prieſts, Fryars , Monks , Nan, to the very 

Porter or Portreſs of a Cloyſter incluſiuely, nay, 
to the very Scullion of the Kitchin , and all their 
| B 4 Churches, 
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Churches, 12. Lands , Revenues, Goods, and 
much more all their perſons are exem/t by the Law 
of Nature, and Laws of Nations , and thoſe of 
God in Holy Scripture, both Old and New Teſt a- 
ment, and thoſe of men, i. e. of Chriſtian Empe- 
rours , Councils and Popes in their reſpettive In- 
ſtitutions and Canons, and are indeed uni verſally, 
perpetually and irrevocably ſo exempt from all ſe- 
cular civil and temporal Authority on Earth, whe- 
ther of States or of Princes, of Kings or of Em- 
perours; and from all their Laws, and all their 
Commands, that is, from both the directive and 
coercive virtue of either, or ( which is the ſame 
thing in effett ) from ſin againſt God, and from 
— by God or man for only tranſgreſſing 
hem. 

That conſequently, if any Church- man ſhould 
murder his lawful and righrful King, blow up 
the Parliament, fire, burn and lay waſte all the 
King don; yet he could not be therefore guilty of 
Treaſon , or truly called a Traytor againſt the 
King, or againſt the Kingdom, or People, or Laws 
thereof ; no nor could juſtly be puniſh'd at all by 
the ſecular Magiſtrate , or Laws of the Land, 
without ſpecial permiſſion from the Pope, or thoſe 
deriving Authority from Him. 

That nevertheleſs all Clergy-men regular and 
ſecular in the World, from the meaneſt euber Ac- 
colits or Corverts, to the bigheſt Generals of Or- 
ders, and greateſt Patriarchs of Nations inclu- 
ſively, may be out ef all Kingdoms, and even con- 
ram to all the Municipal Laws aud Occumenical 
Canons 
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Canons too, ſummon dito Rome by His Holineſs, 


and are bound in Conſcience to obey; yea, not- 


withſtanding any command of the King , or ſu- 
preme temporal Magiſtrate to the contrary. 

That not only the Commands of His Holineſs, 
but thoſe alſo of His delegates ( for example, the 
Generals of Orders ) are to be in the ſame man- 
ner punctually obey'd by their reſpettive Inferior, 
notwithſtanding any contradittion of the Laws, or 
King, or any ot her; onely the Pope excepted ſtill, 
who countermand; all, both men and Laws at His 
pleaſure. 

That He can ſuſpend, correct, alter, and ut- 
terly aboliſh any. Imperial, Royal ,or Municipal 
Conſtitution, Cuſtom, or Law whatſoever, in any 
State or Kingdom of the World, as He ſhall think 
expedient, 

That even ſo He may all Church-Canons of 
Diſcipline or Reformation, whether they were made 
by a Dioceſan,or Provincial, or National, or even 
Oecumenical Synod truly ſuch. 

That neither the very Canons of Faith agreed 


upon by the moſt truly Oecumenical Council that 


ever was, or can be, are of any force, if He alone 
diſſent, though otherwiſe all the Biſhops , Prieſts, 
Doctors, and People too of the Chriſtian Mo, Id, 

every one had unanimouſly conſented to ti em. 
That His Papal Decretals , Conſtitutions or 
Bulls, from the inſtant that they are publiſh d or 
fix'd up in acie Campi Flore,or wherever elſe He 
ordains, do according to their tenour preſently ab- 
lige in Conſcience all the Faithful * 
ole 
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whole Earth, or ſuch as are reſpectively concerned. 

That He alone bath the abſolute power of be- 
ſtowing all Eccleſiaſtical Titles, Benefices , Off- 
ces, {uriſdittions, Cures, from the Patriarchical 
to the Parochial;, and that being otherwiſe given 
than from Him, or aſſumed otherwiſe than by His 
Amthority , they are Nullities before God, and 
ought to be ſo reputed by all men; and that who- 
ſoever denies this to be ſo, is an Heretich, 

That He alone bath likewiſe the abſolute power 
not of tranſlating only , but of ſuſpending, excom- 
municating , depoſing and —5 all of them, 
even the very Patriarchs themſelves, without be- 
ing ryed in ſuch procedure to the formality of 
Laws or Canons. 

That He alone hath pewey to ere} New Bi- 
ſhopricks unite and divide the Old, give the Pall, 
priviledge Univerſities, create new Religions Or- 
ders, multiply them to what number He pleaſe, 
extinguiſh them when He will, &c. exempt them, 
and whom He pleaſe beſides, from the Juriſdiftion 
of Biſhops, Ordinaries , and all other perſons and 
Powers, except from Himſelf and His Authority. 

That 8 He alone is the Vicar of Chriſt 
on Earth. Andtherefore, in the firſt place, He 
muſt have not a Paternal power only, but a Deſpo- 
tical, Prinecly, and abſolute Lordly power in and 
over the Church Militant, and conſequently over 
all General Councils, to do therein - on ſeems fit

hends it, in Adriar's Bull co King Henry 1 I, in 
which His Holineſs aſſumes to Himſelf by hu- 
mane Right, all the Iſlands in general on which 
the Sun of Juſtice , our Saviour Chrilt, did 
ſhine with the glorious beams of his Goſpel. 
Beſides, out of Europe, he makes the Pope in 
like manner capable to diſpoſe of the Kingdom 
of Armenia () at the foot of Maunt Tau- 
run, in the very Continent of Aſia. As for 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern Reman Empires, the 
Pope has diſpoſed of them by what right He 
pleaſed. But for the Eaſt and Weſt-Indics, di- 
vided equally berwixt, and beſtowed perpetual- 
ly upon Ferdinand King of Caſtile, and / aba 
King of Portugal, by Alexander VI, in two 
ſeveral Bulls, whereof that to Ferdinand , is 
dated (x) at Rome, the b of May, 1443: 
Baroni us could fiad no pretence at ill of bau- 
mane Riph: or Title in the See Apoſtolical , to 
cither of them; and therefore leaves them at 
large, together with ſo many other Kingdoms 
of Aſia, Africk,, America, and the Terra Au- 
ſtralis incognita, to be aſſerted onely by His us 
Divinum , or claim of Divine Right to the 
whole circumference of the Terreſtrial Globe, 
without exception of ſo mueh as one lingle 
foot of Land.

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VII. That for the practiſes anſwerable in 
all reſpects, not only to thoſe Poſitions, but to 
the Concluſions from them , which I paſs over 
now, though they are no leſs clearly derivable 
from thoſe Premiſes, than properly appliable 
even to His preſent MAJESTY, and His 
preſent People (as they have, without queſti- 
on, formerly and frequently de faſto been ap. 
plied ro the preceding Princes and Subjects of 
England, Ireland, and Scotland) I fay, for ſuch 
practiſes,which are likewiſe quite other than any, 
and quite contrary to all recommended in the Goſ- 
pel, &c, 

There is no need to go ſo high as Gregory 
VII, or to any of His three immediate Suc- 
ceſſors, Vittor, Urban, and Paſchal, who crea- 
ted ſo much evil to the Roman Empire, and Em- 
perors Henry I V, and Henry V. 

Nor even fo high as Innocent II I's interdict- 
ing England near ſeven years together, and 
compelling our King Fobn to that extreme vaſ- 
ſalage of kneeling, and pulling off his own 
Crown from his head, and laying it, —— 
with the Royal Scepter, Robe, Sword and Ring 
at Pandolfo the Legat's feet , at Dover, and re- 
ceiving them back no ſooner than the fifth day, 
and then onely in farm, and on condition to pay 
a Thouſand Mark a year, and acknowledge for 
ever both England and Ireland Tributary to, 
and held of the Roman See. 


Nor 
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Nor yet ſo high as Frederick, IT Emperour 
of that name, his Excommunicatidn and Depo- 
ſition firſt by Gregory IX. and then again by 
Innocent 1 V, the very original ſources of that 
miſerable condition of [raly for ſo long after, 
worried by the incredible fury of Guelphs and 
Gibellines. 

No nor ſo high as the like Thunderbolts of 
Boniface VIII, againſt Philip Le Bel of 
France. 

Nor even as Jobs XX II, and His two im- 
mediate Succeſſors Benedict XII, and Clement 
VI. their equal rage expreſt in the like proce- 
dure againſt the Emperour Lewis of Bavier, 
for Thirty three years coninually , involving 
the whole Empire in extreme Coniatio!n , Ger- 
many in Blood, and Itah in horrible Diſor- 
ders. 

Nor yet ſo high as Pope pull, II, His ar- 
med Thunders againſt Lewa X 11 of France, 
and for his ſake againſt the poor unfortunate 
Jahn Albret, whom He depriv'd of the King- 
dom of Navarre ;-even thoſe very Thunders 
which not only fo alarm'd,bur incens'd the ſaid 
Lewis, that he ſtamped his golden Coyn with 
this Inſcription againſt Rome, Perdam Babylon 
Nomen.

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provided with a Train of Artillery, calling 


themſelves the holy and bleſſed Pilgrimage: or, 
the Pilgrimage of Grace; and both Rebellions 
raiſed on prerence of Religion againſt Henry 
VIII (a), inthe year 1537. 


Next, thoſe other two great Bodies of Nor- 
thern and Weſtern Roman-Catholick, Zealots , 
againſt his Son King Edward VI; and the lat- 
ter marching into the Field with a Crucifix un- 
der a Canopy, which inſtead of an Altar was 
ſer in a Cart, accompanied with Croſſes and 
Candleſticks, and Banners, and Holy Bread, and 
Holy Water &c. 

Then the unfortunate Earls of Northumber- 
land and Weſtmerland, with all their Adherents, 
drawn ſo temerariouſly into the Field at Clifford 
Moore ( not far from Wetherby in the Weſt-ri- 
ding of Yorkſhire ) againſt their lawful Queen 
Elizabeth. 

Then the Earls of Deſmond, Tyr-Oen, Tyr- 
connel, the Viſcount Baltinglaſſe, O Docharty, 
and ſo many other Septs and Names as at ſe- 
veral times Rebelled againſt Her in I eland,and 
from firſt to laſt continued there a long and 
doubrful War againſt Her,

Then againſt King 7ames, not only in Scor- 
land (a), (and while He was onely King of Scot- 
land) the armed Confederacy ot the Earls of 
Montroſſe, Bothwell, Crawford, Arrol, Huntley, 
Anguſs, the Lairds of Kinfawns, of Fintrie, and 
orhers, in the year 1592, by the advice, and at 
the ſollicitation of the Jeſuits, Hay, Creighton, 
Abirerumby, Tyrie,&c ; but in England(b), (af. 
ter coming to that Crown alſo ) boch againſt 
Him, and all the Three Eſtates of that Kingdom 
in Parliament aſſembled ) the moſt Execrable 
deſign of the Pomder- plot Traytors on the Fifth 
of November 1605; belides other deligns,and 
leſs famed contrivances formerly both in Eng- 
land and Scotland, againſt His own Perſon , Li- 
berty and Life. 

Laſtly, Under King Charles I, of glorious me- 
mory, the Univerſal Rebellion or Inſurrettion 
(which you pleaſe to call it) of all the H oman- 
Catholicks of Ireland (c), a very tew excepted, 
againſt His ſaid Majeſtie, Laws, Authority, and 
Deputies of that Kingdom in 164 1, their Con- 
federacy formed , and War continued by them 
for ſo many years after, and even Two ſeveral 


Peaces (d), with His Ma jeſties Lord Lieutenant

thers : nor farihzr off, than the peculiar Con- 
cerns of theſe very Nation;,.to inſtznce both 
manifeſtly and abundan:ly ſuch practiſes as in 
all reſpects are anſwerable to the very worſt of 
thoſe Principles ro which they relate. 


VIII. That notwithſtanding the great 
multitude of Roman-Catholick writers, and 
greater authority of other Patrons of the ſame 
Church ( viz. the Roman Biſhops themſelves 
commonly theſe laſt 600 years ). maintaining 
even che very lugheſt Enormitigs. of the now 
related both Principles and Practiſes; yet even 
continually ſince the very firſt time, that any 
truth in thoſe Principles, or any lawſulneſs in 
thoſe Practices hath been afferted, either by 
Pope Hildebrand Himſelf , or whoever elſe in- 
doctrinated Him, there have been of the *

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ſide, and of the ſame Church, as thereare even 
at this preſent day, any Thouſands of the 
moſt Learned, moſt Zealous, moſt Godly pre- 
lates and Prieſts , and Doctors, beſides Laicks, 
who have cryed them down as not only falſe, 
wicked, impious, heretical, unchriſtian, but as 
abſolutely Tyrannical, and as plaitily deſtructive 
of all Government and Laws, ark of all Pro- 

and Peace, and of all whatſoever is or can 
be the ſrlicity or comfort, or even freedom of 
the children of men. 

This hath ſuffitientely appear in the migh- 
ty oppoſitions made as well from the Pulpit, and 
by writing, as by Arms, in all Countries of Fu- 
rope, to ſo many fulminating, ſo many ing. de- 
poling pretended univerſal} Monarchs of the 
world in all things both Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, to theſe only Vicars bf Chriſt on earth, to 
theſe only infallible Judges of His Faith. Wic- 
neſs the Concorde of Germany, the Sitilian 
Monarchy , the Prince Santo of France, 
the Laws of — and Premunire in Englund 
and Jreland, the two Oecumenical, or at 
leaſt Occidental Councils of Co/tance and 

Bafil; and many more National Syuo s both be- 
fore and after them, held ſome in /: ay, othet; 
in Germany and others in France, and held in 
plain contradiction to thoſe high claims and 
uſurpations. Witneſs alſo of very late dayes

Monarch Lewis XIV. All which are certainly 
manifold , clear, undeniable demonſtrations of 
what I ſaid immediately before, viz.

That conſequently ſince the owning of 
ſuch intollerable Maxims, and wicked Actions, 
or the not diſowning of them, cannot be juſtly 
ſaid to be any of the peculiar Notes, or cha- 
racteriſtical Marks of a Roman-Catholick in 
general, but only of a certain Sect or FaQtion, 
or Party amongſt them, whom ſome call Papa- 
lins , others Puritan- Papiſts, and others Pope 
Recuſants: and lincenone of all the undou —

either Articles or Rites which all Roman-Ca- 
tholicks univerſally without any diſtinction of 
Party or Faction do and muſt eſpouſe, have been 
hitherto reputed, accuſed or ſuſpected of being 
(in themſelyes abſtractedly and purely taken) 
in any manner dangerous to any Government 
Temporal or Spiritual, or to any perſons cither 
of Princes or Subjects, or to the property or li- 
berty of any Man or woman, or to the peace or 
quiet, or ſecurity or content of any humane 
Creature; however in the mean time ſeveral, 
or ſome of them, do or may ſeem erroneous to 
the learned conſcientious Proteſtants: and fur- 
ther ſince King Henry VIII, and the Prote- 
ſtant Princes and Parliaments of England, Ire- 
land, and Scotland after him; as on the one hand 
they could not but throughly underſtand both 
theſe things which I have now mention d, ſo on 
the other hand they could not but obſerve, how 
ever ſince the Oath of Supremacy(though fram'd 
only by Roman-Catbolick Biſhops, Abbots and

and Parliaments could not but manifeſtly diſ- 
tern all their own very being, as alſo that of all 
the People under their Government to be ſingu- 
larly marked out, and even devoted to utter 
extirpation, by a party of men ſo madly prin- 
cipled, and furiouſly bent. living amongſt them. 
Out of all that has been ſaid , it mult follow, 
That the onely original , and the onely true 
principal cauſes which moved them to proceed 
with fo much feverity of Laws, Proclamations 
and Executions againſt all Romwan-C athbolicks in 
gencral of theſe Dominions, could be no other 
of our kde, than our Fathers, and our own ve 

great negiect and foily, or contempt, and wil. 
tulneſs , not to diſown and renounce for ever 
publickly , as we ought, all ſuch whatſoever 
wicked Polxions and Practiſes; nor any other 
indeed of their (ide, than their firm per ſuafions 
of our being therefore ſo deſperately both prin-

X. Thar it i; unreaſonable to think, and in- 
eredible to believe, That ſo many judicious 
Princes, Parliaments, and Convocations, who 
had themſelves gone ſo far, and ventured ſo 
much, as they did, only becauſe they would 
not ſuffer chemſelyes, or the Proteſtant people

govern'd by them, to be impoſed on

their own reaſon, jn matters of Divine Belief, 
Rites, cc, ſhould at the ſame time be ſo con- 
cerned to impoſe on others in the like (5.e. in 
Spiritual matters purely ſuch, in thoſe, I mean, 
cf Religion and Rites, no way intrenching on 
the Juriſdiction, or other Temporal or Spiri- 
tual Concern , either of King or Biſhop , or 
other Subject whatſoever ) as to Enact Laws 
of ſo many grievous puniſhments , yea, of - 
Death it ſelfin ſome caſes, of meer purpoſe to 
extort from them a complyance or 42 in 
ſuch matters. It is not to be believed, that t 
would Enact thoſe Laws againſt their own fleſh 
and blood, and ſome their neare{tRelations too, 
only for not renouncing ſuch harmleſs and meet 
Religious Tenets ot. Rites which all their Prede- 
ceſſor; before them had for ſo many Ages held 
without diſturbance to the Publick, or inconve- 
nience to private Perſons, or hindrance to Vir- 
tue, or countenance to Vice, if the teſtimony of 
all Chriſt-ndome for ſo long time be of any 
weight; and to Enact thoſe Laws intentionally 
or delignedly againſt thoſe things which at the 
very worſt in all poſſible and conditional Con- 
tingencies, are but erroneous Tenets, and inſig- 
nificant unprofitable Rites, not otherwiſe at all 
noxiqus to humane Society ; and then alſo and 
there to Enact thoſe penal Laws, where at the 
ſawe time the Lawmakers. could not but have 
continually before their eyes all thoſe before- 
mention d Politions and Practiſes, which they 


could 
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could not but judge to be indeed of the great 
eſt Danger, Inſolence, Pride, Injuſtice, Uſurpa- 
tion , Tyranny and Cruelty imaginable ; even 
thoſe very Politions and Practiſes which — 
knew to threaten themſelves above others mo 
particularly, and which they ſaw themſelyes 
Ten thouſand times more concern'd to perſe- 
cute, chan any pure Religious Rites or Articles; 
nay, which they alſo knew to be ſuch, as even 
according to the judgment of the greater and 
ſounder part of the Roman-C atbolicks them- 
ſelves abroad in other parts of the world, did of 
their own nature require all the ſeverity of 
Laws, and all the anger of Men, to proſecute 
them. I am ſure the Third Eſtate of the Roman 
Catholicks of France anne 15;4. did think fo 
when they deſired it ſhould be made a Fund- 
mental Law of France, to be kept and known by 
all men,T bat the King being acknowledged Head 
in bis Dominions , holding his Crown and his 
Authority only from God, there is no power on 
earth whatever, Spiritual or Temporal, that hath 
any right over 2 Kingdom, either to depoſe our 
Kings, or diſpenſe with, or abſolve their Subjetts 
from the fidelity and obedience which they owe to 
their Soveraign, for any cauſe or pretence whatſo- 
ever. That all bis Subjetts, of what quality or 
condition ſoever , ſhall keep thi: Law as holy, true, 
and agreeable to God's Word, without any diſtin- 
tion, equivecation , er limitation whatſoever ; 
which ſhall be ſworn and ſigned by all the Deputies 
of Eſtates, and hence forward by all who have any 
; Benefice 
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Benefice or Office in the King dom, before they r- 
ter upon ſuch Benefice or Offer; and that all 
Tutors, Maſters, Regents, Doctors, and Preach- 
eri ſhall teach and publiſh, that the contrary Opi- 
nion, viz. That it is lawful to kill and —— 
Kings, to rebel and riſe up againſt them, and ſhabę 
off our Obedience to them, upon any occaſion what- 
ever, is impiout, deteſtable , quite contrary to 
Truth, and the eſtabliſhment of the State of 
France,which immediately depends God only. 
That all Books teaching theſe falſe and wicked 
Opinions, ſhall be beld as ſeditious and damnable : 
All Strangers who write and publiſh them, ſhall be 
look'd upon as ſworn enemies to the Crown : and 
that all ſubjefts of His Majeſty, of what quali 
and condition ſoever, who favour them, ſhall 
accounted as Rebels, Violaters of the Fundamen- 
tal Laws of the Kingdom, and Traytors againſt 
the King, Cc. 


And J am ſure alſo, That all the Parliaments 
and Univerſities of the ſame Kingdom did 
likewiſe think and believe ſo, when at ſe- 
veral times they proceeded with ſo much 
ſeverity in their Cenſures againſt ſo many 
inconſiderate Writers, that maintain d the 
Papal vain pretences of Authority to de- 
poſe Kings, and exempt their Subjects from 
the obedience due to them. 

Bur to ſay nothing at preſent of the many 
ſeveral Arreſts of the French Parliaments on 
this Subject, and ſpeak onely of their Univerſi-

(whether in themſelves otherwiſe true or falſe, 
good or bad) I ſay againſt the meer ſpiritual, 
meer ſacramental rites of ourReligious worſhip 
of God, and our belief of meer dupernatura] ope- 
rations following, as for example, againſt our 
Doctrines of the Couſecration and Tr anſubttan- 
tiation, and our practice withall of the Adora- 
tion of the Hoſt, which this preſent Parliament 
at —— in their late Act againſt Popiſh 
Recuſants may be thought by ſome to make the 
principal mark whereac all the arrows of disfa- 
vour muſt now be ſhot ; the anſwer is both con- 
ſequential and clear, vid.

How much more to ſee ſo many: Books of 
Roman Catholick Doctots, Iraliarf, Spaniſh, 
German, Dutch, Candi an, Engluhof Bell: r- 
nnd Bican, anden. eL, and Sans leten, and 
Seukkenns, and tu, and Endemon oh ting, 
and Greeſer, and Parſons, and Fiche bers, &c, 
to have been written, printed, and publiſhed 
againſt the foreſuid Oath of vi ne, enacted 
by King /ames? And amongtt the generality 
ol the Roman Catholic Reader ſo many prac- 
tical Students to have been indoctrinated by 
thoſe very Books or {ome of them? Although 
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Books in truth wholly of lying Lo- 
my 6. & very falſe ines in point 
of Religion, and very treaſonable and pernici- 
ous in point of ſubjection; as it hath been ſuf- 
ficiently proved concerning all the above men- 
tioned Doctors, by the foreſaid indefatigable 
Writer Thomas. Preſton , who has not left his 
Antagoniſts either place or poſlibility of ſay- 
ing a word to his laſt Pieces, wherewith he ſo 
incomparably baffled all their Anſwers, Replies, 

Rejoinders, &c. 
How much more after all this, and even ſince 
his preſent Majeſties Reſtauration , to fee ſo 
much wrath and rage againſt ſo innocent a For- 
mulary of their own, and of profeſſing Alteg:- 
ance in meer Temporal things only? So many 
Forreign Cenſures of Divines, and forreign Let- 
ters of Internuncio's and Cardinals, to have been 
procured ? And ſo many forreign both Citati- 
ons and Excommunications to have been iſſued 
forth againſt the Subſcribers of it, wich pro- 
fefled delign both to ſuppreſs it utterly, and ei- 
ther to lilence them eternally, or to deſtroy 
them for ſubſcribing it; yea ſo many Miſſio- 
naries to have been imploy d, and Commiſla- 
ries authorized ? and for a dead lift, and when 
opportunity ſerved , at laſt in the year 1669 
belides Provincials inſtituted, and Vicars Apo- 
ſtolical made) evenſo many Biſhops and Arch- 
biſhops on a ſudden to have been created in 
Ireland by his Holineſs for that end chiefly ? 
And all this ſtrange and late procedure y_

grerter part of them received with compla- 
cency, and by all ( for ought appears ) ſubmit- 
ted unto with a perfe&t reſignation of their 
Souls to the good pleaſure of his Holineſs and 
his Miniſters?

give very much ground to the more conlidering

ceſſur, now after (ix hundred years of conti- 
nual uſurpation in matters of higheſt. nature, 
and now alſo after the Lives of about f..urfcore 
Popes,one ſucceeding another lince Hildebrand, 
or Gregory the Seventh bis Papacy, and ſince 
the Depolition of the Emperor, Henry the 
Fourth by Him , in the year of Chriſt 1077. 
any ane ſhould expect by a Paper-Peticion, or 
Paper-Addrefs to obtain the re{toring or manu. 
miling of the Chriſtian World, Kingdoms, 
States and Churches, to their native rights and 
freedom; or that indeed it could be other than 
ridiculous folly and madneſs co expect this. 
And yet certainly thi, muſt be the natural con- 
ſequent of the Popes, or preſent Papal Courts, 
giving you Licence to Sign ſuch a publick In- 
ſtrument, as will do your fclves and Religion 
right amongſt His Majeſtie» Proteſtant Subjects, 
or as even amongſt your delves willſatishe the 
more ingenuous,loyal and intelligent Perſons. 


Thus at laſt in ſo many ſeveral Paragraphs 
in all eighteen ) I have given at large, thaſe 
farther ana more particular thoug his of mine rela- 
ting both to the proper cauſes , and proper remedies 
of tboſe Ewils which, as you ſo much complain, 
lie ſo heavy on you, as Paps/ts, to wit, the ri- 
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Sanctions of the penal Laws, cc. And 


conſequently I have given you thoſe concepti- 


ons, whereof I ſaid alſo before, not only That 
without peradventure you may find them to be 
right, if you pleaſe to examine rhings e with 
unpre judic d reading, and coolely with unbyaſſed 
reaſon ; but alſo That belide your great con- 
cern above others in the peculiar Subject of the 
Book, it was my delire to ſpeak directly and 
immediately ro your ſelves all, that moved me 
to make this conſecratory Addreſs to you, as 
.eſteeming the knowledge of ſuch matters to be 
for — — advantage, and withall conſider- 
ing a Dedicatory Epiſtle as the fitteſt place in 
which I might preſent them to your view. 


A third motive yet, and this the onely other 
(if ineffe it be another ) of this Dedication, 
was my turcher defire of chooſing you as the 
ficteſt ſudges of ſuch a work , ſeeing you are 
the only Profeſſors amongſt all thoſe of fo ma- 
ny different Churches in theſe Kingdoms, who 
peculiarly derive your Faith from that of Old 
Rome, which will tall be famous throughout the 
World For although I thought it excuſable 
not to importune you for Patronage toa Book 
whoſe Nativity is, I know not which, very hard 
or very calie to calculate; nevertheleſs I held 
it but reaſonable to ſubmit wholly to your 
Judgment the Book it ſelf, and & Subject 
therein handled, or the Controverlie twixt the 
perſccued Remouſtrants of the year 1661 of 
One 
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one fide , and their perſecuring Antagoniſts of 
the other. In which — of yours I have 
the more reaſon to be concern'd for both, That 
this , and ſome other Books or Tracts of mine 
already printed and publiſh'd ( belides ſome 
other well nigh ready for the Prefs, as well in 
Engliſh, as in Latin) do in that cauſe wholly 
decline the Authoritative judgment of His Holi- 
neſs, and conſequently of all His ſuſpected Mi- 
niſters, and all other ſuſpeRed Delegates what- 
ſoever : as holding them in that Controverſie 
not to be competent Judges, but criminal Par- 
ties; and knowing that not only in common rea- 
ſon and N ut alſo by the expreſs Canons 
of the Catholick Church, they cannot be Par- 
ties and judges in the ſame cauſe with authority 
to bind others. Therefore until His Holineſs, 
or His ſubordinate Miniſters, Officials, or De- 
legates under Him, in point of, or in order to 
ſuch Authoritative 7 udg ment, be pleaſed to 
proceed Canonically againſt me, and other Re- 
monſtrants , i.e. to proceed againſt us in a Re- 

ular Judicatory or Tribunal, and in a Regu- 
— is, by giving us indifferent Judges, 
and a place of ſafery to appear in, and both be- 
yond all exception, _— to the Canons of 
the Univerſal Church; I and my faid Fellow- 
ſufferers (the few remaining conſtant Kemon- 
ftrators ) mult be in a high meaſure concern d 
in that other (I think) more excellent kind of 
jadgment whichis common to you, and to all 
judicious , ſober , conſcientious Men; a judg- 
E 3 ment 
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ment not of authority or power to bind others, 
but of diſcr&ion and reaſon to direct your ſelves 
in otdet to that opinion you are to hold of, 
and communication you may have with us, aſter 
you have chroughly and ſeriouſly ponder d the 
merits of our Cauſe, and the proceedings of 
thoſe who would make themſelves even againſt 
all the Rules of Reaſon, and all the Canons too 
of the Chriſtian Church our author# ative Jud- 
ges in that very Cauſe , in which they are the 
principal Parties. However, though I cannot 
for my own part, otherwiſe chooſe than be 
fomewhar ſollicitous for the ſucceſs while it is 
a meer future contingency; yet I hope, and am 
almoſt confident, That my integrity and con- 
ſtancy in the Roman-Catholick Religion, ſhall be 
vindicated againſt all Aſperſions and Miſcon- 
ſtructions, when I appeal to you for Juſtifica- 
rion, whoſe Cenſare would be-the moſt grie- 
vous that can befallme. For in truth I do Ap- 
peal ro you in this very paſſage, moſt humbly 
and earneſtly demanding of you, 


1. Whether in thoſe two grand Controver- 
lies, one ſucceeding another, the former, that of 
the Nuncio Kinwccini's Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures 
of Interdift and Excommunication in the King- 
dom of Jrelend ( a) againſt all the Adherers 
to the Ceſſation concluded by the Confederate 
Catholicks with the ( then ) Baron (now or 
late Earl) of Inchiquin, who had then declared 
for the late King ; the later of the Remon- 


ſtrance 
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Happy Reſlauration; in both which I have 
ever lince continually engaged againſt the Ro- 
man Courts deligns on the Supreme Temporal 
power of theſe Kingdoms, Whether, I ſay, my 
Sermons or my Books, my Doctrine ot my 
Practice in the Concerns of either Controverſie, 
can be juſtly tax d with ſo much as onetittle, 
or one action againſt that Roman-C atholick, Faith 
which you all, together with the Roman-C at ho- 
lics, World abroad, believe as neceſſary to Salya- 
tion ? - 


2, Or, ſeeing there is not ſo much as any one 
tittle, or any one action hitherto alledg d againſt 
me as ſuch, other than what is in effect and 
ſubſtance my Aſſertion or Vindication of the 
Supreme Temporal Sovereignty of the Crowns 
of theſe Kingdoms, i, e. of their being in all 
Temporals, and all Contingencies» whatſoever, in- 
dependent from any but God alone; and there- 
fore in Temporals no way dependent fromthe Pope 
eit ber by divine or humane right, Whether any 
perſon may on ſuch ground call in queſtion the 
ſincerity of my believing, or proteſling as I 
ought, all che undoubted Articles of the Ro- 
man Catholick Faith ? 


3. And ſeeing there was never yet any 
other matter, not even by my greatelt Perſe- 


Cutors at any time, objected, articled, or pre- 
E 
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tended againſt me beſide that, i. e, beſides my 
former oppoling the Nuncio's Cenſures, and my 
later promoting the Remonſtranse, and my en- 
deavours in both againſt the pretences of the 
Roman Biſhops to the Crowns of England, Ire- 
land, Scotland, &c , Whether it may in any 
wiſe be ſaid or thought by unbyaſſed learned 
men, That I have given any real ground for 
the vile detraction of thoſe who treat me 


every way as if I had been a deſertor of the 
Church ? 


4. Nay, Whether conſidering firſt , The 
nature of thoſe two g and Controverlies, 
wherein I have fo freely engaged againſt all the 
power of the Roman Court abroad, and all the 
endeavours of the Nurcio's Party and Anti- 
remonſtrant Clergy at home; ſecondly, The 
moſt grievous, manifold, and continual perſe- 
cutions I ſuffered in both Cauſes, one while 
by Suſpenſions and Deprivations , another 
while by Excommunications , then by Im- 
priſonment in a Forreign Countrey, even as 
far off as Spain , and then again by new Thun- 
ders of Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures, and by ſcanda- 
lous Declarations, and poſting of my Name, be- 
ſides other frequent enterprizes on ſeveral oc- 
caſions againſt both my Liberty and Life; third- 
ly, My continuing conſtant in both Cauſes even 
all along to this y day, even alſo then (and 
that not only once happening) when I had no 
ſupport in this World but my own . 
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of ſuffering}, 5. e. my own certain knowledge 
of my ſuffering onely for righteouſneſs ſake ; 
nay then alſo, when ſome of my chiefeſt Ad- 
yerſaries laboured with all their powerful ma- 
lice even here at Lo don to compel me. and ſpa- 
red not to ſpeak openly, that either they would 
compel me to renounce the Roman-Catholick. 
Church, and declare my ſelf an Heretic, or 
they would make me ſubmit to the Roman Court 
in the latter of theſe two Cauſes, viz. that of 
the Loyal — — it being the onely 
matter then proſecuted againſt me; fourrhly, 
Their failing nevertheleſs to this preſent, in 
taining their will of me in either the one or 
other; Whether, I ſay , confidering all this 
( whereof, belides many men, I am ſure the 
All-ſ-eing God is witneſs ) it be not more like- 
ly, That no kind of prejudice againſtzhe Ro- 
man-Catbolid: Faith or Church, but a true and 
powerful zeal according to knowledge for the 
primitive Chriſtian purity of both, is it that 
hath ſer me againſt thoſe opinions and practices 
Howing in the corruption of latter Ages from 
the Roman Court, which have ſhaken Religion, 
divided Chriſtendom, and brought a ſcandal up- 
on Faith, as if it were to be ſupported or ad- 
vanced by the wrath and rage of men, by Re- 
bellion and Slaughter, by ſubverſion of Go- 
yernment, and Confufion of the World; fo 
making it a ground of jealouſie to Magiſtrat 
— — peaceable and _ Souls 
om that union which t to be amongſt the 
Diſciples of Chrilt ? — J. Alfa 
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5. Alſo whether it not by rationat men 
be at leaſt charitably believed, That I would 
not ſo oſten at ſeveral times, and upon ſeveral 
occalions, ſince fitſt I engaged in either Contro- 
verſie, eſpecially in the laſt, have refyſed many 
Preferments in my own Order, have _— 
many tempting proffers too even of Epiſcopal 
dignity in my own Country, have alſo particu- 
larly and lately in the National Synod or Con- 
gregation held at Dublin, anno 1666, and that 
in publick, before all the Fathers, refuſed to 
yield by any means to their preſſing offer not 
only of all the beſt Commendatory Letters that 
could be drawn on Paper᷑ in my behalf both to 
His Holineſs Himſelf (who then was.) and 
the Cardinal Patron, and the Congregation de 
Propaganda, and all other Miniſters of the Re- 
man Court , as * were concern d in the 
Affairs of Ireland; but alſo of a yearly and 
very conliderable Salary too by general Ap- 
plotment , amounting ( as they eſteemed or 
computed it) in three years, to two thouſand 
pound Engliſh money ; and in lieu of all theſe 
offers, have deliberately choſen to run the ma- 
nifeſt hazard of undergoing, and accordingly 
ſince to have in very deed undergone all the vex- 
tious infamy of Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures in my 
own Church, Order, and Countrey ; and all 
the further Evils not only of ſome ( at leaſt 
conſequential ) hardſhips , but of many black 
Calumnies, many bitter Reproaches, yea, and 
ſome yet more inhumane Machinations of cruel 
men,

Laſtly , Whether it had not been very 
much for the advantage of Roman-C atholicks 
in general , and their Religion, in this Mo- 
narchy , That theſe laſt Hundred years they 
had been indoctrinated onely, and wholly 
guided as to their Conſciences , by ſuch Ro- 
man-Catholick Prieſts and Churchmen as are 
of my Principles in relation to the Temporal 
Powers independence from Rome , and the in- 
diſpenſable Obedience of Subjects in Civil 
matters, and both the injuſtice and invalidi- 
ty, or nullicy of.

And now ( my Lords, Fathers, and Gentle- 
men) to your impartial judgment on all and 
each of theſe Queries, I do with due ſub- 
miſſion moſt heartily and freely Appeal ; That 
you may determine ( for what concerns you) 
of the Truth or Fallity , Likelihood or Un- 
likelihood of that worſt of Scandals , viz. 
Deſertion of my Order and Religion, where- 
with I have been frequently aſperſt on ſeve. 
ral occaſions , as in former times even Twen-

Setond Appendage relating tothe Fifth Out 
rie. That I can, and do appeal to God Him 
ſelf, That next after the regard of not wound 
ing mortally my own Gratcjamee By 4 mani- 
felt deſertion of Truth, and equivalent pro- 
feſfion of ſuch Errours as I know certainly to 
be againſt the Doctring of the Catholick 
Church, and Goſpel of Chriſt , the chiefeſt 
motive I had for bearing up conſtantly ſo long 
a time againſt all Cenſures, Precepts, Monitories, 
Denunciations, Affixions , Decrees , and other 
grievous concomicant Perſecutions in the oſten 
mention'd Cauſe of the Loyal Formulary , was 
the regard of not doing you all the Romar- 
Catholicks of His Majeſties three Kingdoms the 
greateſt injury that | could poſlibly do you (or 
perhaps any man of my degree) by contciling 
the grand Objection agaivit you to be inſo- 
luble. For I ſaw clearly, That it either the tem- 
ptation of preferment to Offices and Dignities, 
or the tryal of puniſhment by Cenſures and 
Calumnies, and all their Conlequents, _ 
plea- 
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of ſome Grandees at Rome, ſhould 
ye bad that influence on me as ro make me 
in effect abſolutely to renounce my Allegiance 
to the King, by retracting the Subſcript on of 
my hand to that Inſtrument proſeſſing it in 
meer Tempora] things onely, the Argument 
thence derivable muſt have been obvious to any 
judicious knowing Proteſtant inclind to do 
ou a prejudice, as ſoon and as often as the Par- 
jament fare, and were moved in your Concerns, 
Such an Argument I mean, as urged home by 
a good Orator, would even before indifferent 
Judges give much colour to that grand Ob- 
jection, vit. The inconſiſtence in theſe Nati- 
ons, twixt the ſafety of 4 Proteſtant Government, 
and the giving of Liberty to Roman-Catholicks, 
by repealing the penal Laws yet in force againſt 
them. In ſubſtance it would have been alledg'd, 
That the K oman-Catholicks (at leaſt for the 
generality of. them ) would be alwayes (right 
or wrong) directed by their Prieſts. T 
their Prieſts are moſt of them on the Popes fide 
in this Controverſie. And if any of — be 
ſo hardy to oppoſe His Uſurpations, there is no 
truſting of them; for there is no reaſon to ex- 
pet that any of them will ſtand to His princi- 
ples, and hold out. For Example, they might 
have inſtanced in a-mworthy me, if I had fallen off, 
afrer ſo long, and ſuch manifold tryals of my 
conſtancy for Seven and twenty years paſt, and 
after ſo many and ſo great obligations, to pet- 
ſevere until the end of my life. 
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This and much more would in all probability 
(1 am ſure might in all reaſon ) be alledg'd to 
make that great Objection hold againſt you, 
had I hitherto ſubmitted to the dictates or plew- 
ſure of the Roman Cour in either Cauſe. Bu 
it is not my buſineſs here to open more at large, 
or preſs more home this Argument with all the 
aggravating circumſtances , both ſuch as arc 
freſh in memory, and ſuch as might be de- 
rived from the memory of former times 
My purpoſe was to hint it onely, as believi 
this enough to ſhew you the reaſonableneſs 
that ſecond Motive I had for 2 
conſtantly in ſuch a Cauſe, and in the very 
manner I did all along againſt ſo numerous and 
ſo dangerous Adverſaries; eſpecially ſeeing 
that very manner of my holding out ſo, or of

Of all which manifold Authorities of Rea- 
ſon, Goſpel, Humane Laws and Canons, having 
had ſufficient knowledge hen I engaged in 
the Controverſie and more when for fo enga- 
ging, and for that only, I was fo ſtrangely pro- 
lecured by Summons, Cenſures, &c, I thought 
that even my duty to you, and the regard I was 
bound to have of your common Iatereſt, requi- 
red of me to make the belt uſe I could of that 
knowledge in order to your Publick good, as 
well on the one hand to aſſert your and my 
both Native andChriſtian right againſt them 
that invaded it by thoſe __ proceedings ;

not even in ſo much as in all meer Civil or Tem- 
poral things onely according to the Laws of the 
Land, eſpecially if the Pope command him to the 
contrary under pain of Excommunication. Now 
26 1 have behaved my ſelf hitherto, I am fare 
I bave manifeſtly — proved the untruth 
of that Propolition, and by conſequence (for 
as much as pertains to me) have really an- 
ſwer d the grand Objection deducible from it. 
And ſo have not a few other 1riſh Prieſts, even 
all thoſe who together with me ſuffered very 
much for many years in the former Cauſe of- 
the Nuncio , or in this latter of the Remon- 
ſtrance, or in both, and have not as to either 
condemn'd or contradicted thꝭtuſelves hitherto 
by any unworthy ſubmiſſion , though at laſt 


com- 
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eompell d to ſllence, and in other matters forced 
to deſert me , and to ſubmit to their Adverſa- 
ries. Nor do I at all doubt, but rather am cer- 
tain there are this day within England above 
Five hundred Native Prieſts (belide a great ma- 
ny more in Ireland, however at preſent weather- 
ing out the ſtorm ) ſo fully reſolved for the ſu- 
tare in their own perſons and caſes, likewiſe to 
diſprove that * — „and to ſatisſie the 
Objectien built thereon , That, if His M A- 
JEST Y, and both Houſes of PARLIA 
MENT , may be gracioully pleaſed to try 
them once with an Act of Grace after an hun- 
dred years puniſhment , and to take off, I ſay 
not any other Incapacity, but only that of living 
in their Native Countrey (that when at home 
they have ſatisfied che State, they yd be 
driven abroad to beg or ſtarve, and be ex- 
poſed to all the rage and violence of the R 
Court) they will by a publick Inſtrument 

lign'd under all their hands, declare as amply 

and clearly, and heartily again! all the fore- 

ſaid new Doctrines and Practiſes, and all other 

whatſoever groundleſs vain pretences of Rome, 

as I have done, or as that Act ſhall require; and 

will be ready to renew that Aſſurance as oft as 

ſhall be required, and even to expoſe their Lives 

(if need be) in defence of it, notwithſtanding 

any Declarations, Precepts or Cenſures of the 

Pope to the contrary. 


Third Appendage, relating to the Sixth Queries. 
F 2 That 
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That I know, and cannot but mind you of what 
the Roman-C atholicks of rheſe Kingdoms have 
loſt ; even ſince the Kings moſt happy Reſtau- 
ration, by not being adviſed by Church-men of 
honeſt principles, in point of His Majeſties/in- 
dependent Power, and the Subjects indiſpenſa- 
ble Obedience to Him in all Civil or Temporal 
chings, according to the Laws of the Land. 
They have loſt three fair opportunities, of be- 
ing not only caſed of all their preſſures from 
the penal Statutes, but rendred as happy as they 
could in reaſon deſite, or even wiſh, under a 
Proteſtant King and Government. 

The firſt opportunity was offered them in 
England in the year 1661, when it was ear- 
neſtly and. ſtrongly moved in their behalf in the 
Houſe of Lords, to repeal the Sanguinary Laws 
in che firſt place, and a Bill was drawn up to 
that purpoſe, 

The ſecond and third were in Ireland; the 
former 1n the year 1662 , when a diſcontented 
Parry of the Adventurers and Souldiers there 
had laid their delign for ſuprizing the King's 
Caſtle at Dublin; and the latter inthe year 
1666, when we were inthe firſt War with Hol- 
land , and near to it with France, and the Iriſh 
National Congregation of the Roman-C athe- 
4%. Clergy, was by occalion of that War 
{.iffered to Convene at DUBLI N, in or- 
der to aſſure the KING of their Fidelity. 
How happy the Romen-Catholicks in general 
mi ght have been, if they had taken time by the 
fore- 
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forelock in any of thoſe three opportunities, eſ. 
pecially in the' firſt, may be eafily underſtood; 
And how unhappy their or wilfulnefs 
hath proved to themſelves, I cannot bur with 
grief of heart conſider. The rather, becauſe 
I was my ſelf the only man employd firſt to the 
Roman-C atholick, Clergy both of ' England and 
Ireland, on the foreſaid occalions , to prepare 
them againſt any obſtruction from themſelves 
of the favours intended towards them; and 
that nothing elſe was required on the firſt oc- 
calion from thoſe in England, but their being 
ready to take the Oath of Allegiance onely, as 
in the ſtatute 3 7acobi ; His Majeſty being then 
inclined to have diſpens d with them for the 
Oathof Supremacy : nor in the ſecond and third 
occalion was any thing required from thoſe of 
Ireland, more than their Signing the Loyal Re- 
monſtrance or Formulary, which had been Sign d 
before in the year 1661 , by ſome of their 
on Eccleſiaſtical Brethren,and ſo conſiderable 
a number of their Nobiliry and Gentry. For 
my own part, I am morally certain, that if thoſe 
fair opportunities had not been lighted, or if 
either the one or the other condition had been 
embraced , you ſhould not have ſeen in your 
dayes any ſuch tryal of men for bearing office, 
as that you complain of ſo much now. a re oun- 
cing of the Doctrine or Tenet of Tranſubſtan- 
tiation according to the late Act of the Parlia- 
ment ot England. And I amnoleſs certain, 
F 3 that 
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that had you hearkned to the advice of aty of 
thoſe many virtuous learned Church-men 
amongſt you, whe have as much true zeal at- 
cording to knowledge, even for the ſplendor of 
Catholick Religion, and as much true reverence 
for, and obedience to op _— 
to Reaſon or Chriſtianity they can have ; 
and withall are truly well affected and right! 
principled as to that faith and obedience whic 
they and you all owe by the Laws of God and 
man to the Temporal Government, you had nei- 
ther ſlighted any of thoſe good opportunities, 
nor neglected to embrace either of thoſe two 
moſt reaſonable conditions. 


Fourth Appendage, but relating to al the Que- 
ries generally, though ſomewbat more particularly 
to the Fifth. That belides the facilitating all 1 
could, rhe Repeal of — Statutes, by over- 
throwing the grand Objection againſt it, I had 
no other extrinſick end hitherto in any of the 
Controverſies wherein 1am engaged, nor ſhall 
(God willing) have at any time hereafter, ſave 
onely that which muſt have been conſequential, 
nay, that which is very well becoming not only 
a Roman-Catholick, Prieſt and Votary of St.

This fo great and ſo deſirable a bleffingo 
Peace, and reconciliation of one to another xx 
God by the Croſs, and by the breaking down the 
wall of partition, all enmity being ſlain on both 
lides een the Churches, 5. e. een the 
Sons of the Church of England on this ſide, 
and thoſe of the Reman-Church on the other, 
as many at leaſt as are ſubject to His Majeſty, 1 
muſt confeſs I have theſe many years regarded 
as my chief and ultimate end — un- 
likely it ſeem d) in this world. To this moſt 
deſirable end all my Studies, Writings, Elu- 
cubrations, aud Books, have been principal l 
directed. At this, my Remonſtrances, Profel- 
lions, Proteſtations, Renunciations have perpe- 
tually aimed. For this I took ſo much pains, 
devoured ſo many labours, underwent ſo many 
hazards, and ſuffered thoſe well nigh innume- 
rable Evils , whereof I ſee not even yet either 
period or meaſure. And finally, thi: happy end 
is it that hath made me ( as elſewhere in ſome 
other of my Writing ſo now in this Epiltle)de- 
clare ſo plainly and openly againſt ſo many em- 
broiling Politions, notwithſtanding they be the 
Doctrines of a very powerful Faction amongſt 


Roman-C atbolick, Profeſſors , nay, the beloved 
F 4 Maxims 
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Maxims of the Roman Court , and its Aſinion 
Writers, Whoſe ſoever they be, "it's clear 
enough, that of them is built one entire ſide at
